Bordering the Frank Church 
to the north arc the Gospel^ 
Hump Wilderness, at 206,053 
acres, and the Sclway- 
Bitterroot Wilderness, at 
1,340,661 acres.

Sonar reveals rows of pinnaeles under Yellowstone Lake

YELLOWSTONE NATIONAL 
PARK, Wyo. - As sound waves rico- 
cheted off the bottom of Yellowstone 
Lake and back to sonar instruments on 
a research boat last summer, they 
formed on image of the lake floor that 
at first seemed unbelievable to the 
crew of scientists aboard. 

Long rows of pinnacles more than 
100 feet high towered from the lake 
sediments like hundreds of church 
steeples lined, up side by. side. Of the 
hundreds of other submerged peaks 
and spires scattered across the lake 
bottom, one measured nearly 100 feet 
wide at its base and stood just as high. 

It took on the unofficid name “thfr- 


Matterhora” 

At least 20 crater^ some small and 
others up to a half-mile wide and as 
deep as 45 feet, made other ports of 
the lake floor resemble a battered 
moonscape. Geologists believe they 
mark the sices of underwater 
hydrothermal explosions and suggest 
that such blasts may be far more com- 
mon in Yellowstone than they had 
thought 

“With these spires and explosion 
craters, we’re seeing, a whole different 
environment than we had anticipated 
finding," said Lisa Morgan, leader of 
the U.S. Geological Survey team ^at 
surveyed the lake’s northernmost 
reaches and has now assembled the 
- first three-dimensional images of their ' 


discoveries. “This has to affect the evo- 
lution and biodiversity of the whole 
lake.” 

The team’s sonar images of the lake 
bottom suggest that a dozen or so 
smaller spires, discovered in 1997 a 
stone’s throw from Bridge Bay and the 
lake’s northern shore, provided only a 
preview of more fantastic topography 
lying deeper. 

As the team’s boat traversed the 
northern end of the -lake, its sonar' 
detected clusters of spires and others 
side by side in parallel rows along 
what may be fissures leaking vcicani- 
coUy heated wate^ Into the lake. 

A few cursory traverses in the lake’s

Researchers have no doubt that 
the forests and avenues of spires' 
are formed by hot-water vents on 
the lake floor and represent an 
entirely new and sdU mysterious 
form of hot-spring architecture. 
Taken together, the spires and 
craters mark one of the largest 
and strangest thermal fields in a 
national pork established in 1872 
to protect the geyser basins that 
steam visibly on dxy land. 

“It’s just incredible that they 
— went-127 years withourdisOTvcty“ 
and now we find that they're teih 
ina-edibly numerous and incredi- 
bly spectacular,” said John 
Varley, head of the Yellowstone 
Center for Resources, the park’s 
resource management branch. 
“One of the biggest fields of ther- 
mal features in Yellowstone has “ 
been hidden from us all this 
time.” 

When geologists used a scan- 
ning electron microscope to 
examine samples of one small 
spire retrieved by National 
Park Service divers and chunks 
of'othcrs accidentally dragged 
up in nets used to catch exotic 
lake trout, the mystery sur- 
rounding the' formations deep- 
ened. 

The researchers had expeaed 
to find the spires built of silica 
deposits like those tluit form 
around hot springs and geysers on 
land. Instead, they found about 90 
percent of the structure made up 
of the platc-likc and tubular 
shells of diatoms - microscopic 
plants with hard silica shells, or 
exoskeletons, that drift throu^ 
the lake and pile up on the bot- 
tom in vast but usually linsccn 
-numbers.- — ^

Mortars strike close to Iranian parliament 


TEHRAN, Iran (AP) - Mortars 
struck a publishing house 
Saturday evening in central 
Tehran, near key government 
offices including the Iranian pres- 
ident’s office and Parliament.

“Neither Bush nor McCain are_

South Carolina lawmakers 
raised the rebel flag atop the 
Capitol in 1962.

planning to share as much of it as 
we could with the families and 
the public.” 

Soon after the crash, the 
Seattle-based airline stripped 
down its Web site to report news 
on the tragedy, and Evans start- 
ed giving the first of almost 
hourly repons on the disaster.

Humanitarian mission 
provides medical care 

-- CAP-HAITIEN, Haiti <AP) - When they 
' pulled in last mon^ the 120 U.S. Air Force 
engineers and National Guard medics were 
armed enough to spur a worried bus that-the 
Americans had invaded again. But these 
reservists have a different misaon: to provide 
much-needed medical and hiubanicuian 
vices. . . 

Last week, dozens of bedraggled people 
gathered outside the Baptist Church of Christ, ■ 

' waiting to be treated by National Guat*d 
medics at a makeshift clinic 
■ Jeunisse Dorsin, 19, cuddled 4-month*old 
Isaac Evenson. Both' suffered frpn^ a virulent 
skin irritation and the baby was' too weak to 
even suckle. “There’s nowhere else to go for 
care,” the young mother said. “I don't have 
the money.” 

Next door, some 30 Air Force engineers 
were laying the foundations of a new four- 
room dormitory for on orphanage. U.S. troops 
will rewire the electrical. 2 ^tcm,.extend the 
dining area and build a latrine. 

The 10-weck humanitarian mission is all 
that remains of a once-mighty U.S. presence 

ihaLbegan.Jtive.years ago, when 20,000 UiS. 

troops led an intervention to kick out military 
dictators and restore elected rulers to Haiti. 

In 1996, the peacekeeping mission was con- 
verted into a humanitarian one in the capital, 
Port-au-Prince. 

That mission - which wound down last 
month - provided 138,000 people with med- 
ical treatment, distributed more than 85 tons 
of donated goods and clothing, repaired and 
drilled scores of water wells,'built or repaired 
50 schools, and construaed or repaired roads, 
a bridge and a boat ramp. 

The mission in Cap-Haitien, an impover- - 
ished town on the north coast, is part of a 
scries of rotating, shorr-term humanitarian 
efforts staffed by a mix of reservists arid ’ 
active-duty soldiers. 

”We’re trying to incorporate Haiti in our 
New Horizons program, the .same as else- 
where in Latin America,” said tlie camp com- 
mander, Air Force Maj. Carl Jerrett, 36, of

Havelock, N.C. 

Those currently assigned to Cap-Haitien 
will leave by Maroch. From May to October, 


other troops will repair and renovate 
Justinicn Hospital in Cap-Haiden. 

After that, “if things go well, the military 
win look to move on to Jacmel,” on the south 
coast, said a spokeswoman, Lt. Col. Lisa 
Bogdansky, 41, of North Salt Lake, Utah. 

"Life here opens your eyes. The people are 
so poor and yet so friendly,” said Kevin Black, 
36, of Colorado Springs, who took time off 
from nursing school to volunteer for duty in 
Haid. 

Although most local people Seemed happy 
enough to host the Americans, wme were con- 


ceded by the emphasis on security: 45 heavi- 
ly armed army soldiers, there to protect ^eir 
colleagues, account for more than a third of 
mission members. 

“It’s a virtual occupation!” exclaimed elec- 
trician Ronald Pierre, 40. “To do what they 
say they are going to do, they don’t need 
weapqnsf” ^ 

But gradually the U.S. force has been 
accepted. 

“When, we got here, some people yelled 
unpleasant things,”, said physician’s assistant 
Maj. Lonnie Grant, 48, from Mitchell, Neb. 
“But now they’re warming up to us. They 
understand we’re not an invasion force, that 
we’re here to help.” 


Pilot-Glaims he 
something about crash 


LOND ON ( AF) - British author- 
itics are considering an aSyluni 
plea from an Egype^ pilot who 
claims to have information about 
the airline's fatal crash last yea^ 
off the coost of Massachusetts, 
officials said Saturday. 

The Home Office has con- 
firmed only that an Egyptian 
national “has sought entry into 
the U.K.and his application is 
being considered by the immigra- 
. tion services.” The Egyptian 
Embassy in London, however,' 
said pilot Hamdi Hanofi Taha, 49, 
was staying at an Immigration- 
Service facility at Heathrow air- 
port while his case was consid- 
ered. 

The Middle East News Agency 
had quoted an EgyptAir state- 
ment Friday as saying Taha 
asked for a^Ium after piloting on 
EgyptAir flight to London. 

But airline officials said Taha 
had no spccial'kriowledge'about —

IRA rejects disarmament: 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
’(AP) - The Irish Republican 
Army said Saturday it will not 
disarm in response to British gov- 
ernment or Protestant demands - 
and emphasized that it had never 
pledged to ^ve up its arms at all. 

The outlawed group’s state- 
ment left the centerpiece of 
Northern Ireland’s peace accord, 
the Protestant-Catholic govern- 
ment, in continued peril. 

The British government said it 
intends to strip the 9-weck-old 
coalition Cabinet of its powers if . 
the IRA doesn’t promise to dis- 
arm. The IRA’s response 
Saturday fell far short of that, 
mixing optimistic-sounding 
rhetoric with a determination to 


resist political pressure. 

The province's Cabinet was 
formed two mon^ ago following 
a Sinn Fein-Ulster Unionist detti 
brokered by American mediator 
George Mitchell. The Ulstei' 
Unionists agreed to form' a 
Cabinet with Sinn Fein. But in 
exchange, the Ulster Unionists 
expected the IRA to begin dis- 
arming in January. 

. The IRA then opened discus- 
sions with the province’s lorig- 
stymied disarmament coriiniis- 
sion. But the commission report- 
ed Jan. 31 that its talks with IRA 
leaders had produced no con- 
crete gains, triggering an Ulster 
Unionist throat to withdraw from ’ 
the Cabinet. 


U.S. troops work toward rebuilding ties with U.N. 


UNITED -NATIONS <AP) - 
The U.S. military is resuming 
high-level contacts with U.N. 
peacekeeping officials after 
years of strained relations over 
• the debacle‘in‘Somalia"and'the“

The scam works like this: some^ 
one calls and asks If you have any 
questions about the merger 
between Utah’s two largest 
banks.

“We’ve had dozens of clients 
call to inquire if we arc making 
these kinds of calls,” said David 
Clark, Zions’ manager for south- 
cm Utali., But the bank has that 
kind of information on file.

It’s 
just that we’re taxed to the max, 
and we can’t afford it,” Paul 
Williams said. 

Xenia Williams agrees. She 
Worries the higher taxes will 
eventually force some residents 
to move away from Jerome. 

“It’s too much money,” she 
said. “This is not a rich area.” 

, Craig notes that property taxes 
are scheduled to decline, and 
they’ll still drop by cents per

Some critics say the focus 
should bo on improving the quail-. 
O' of education rather than build- 
ing new facilities. But Jerome 
High School teacher Brent Clark, 
who teaches classes in a comput- 
er lab paid for by grant money, 
said new facilities do just that. 

“I’ve seen an increase in my 
students’ grades," he said. “Any 
time you can get these kids in 
front of a computer and give 
them hands-on leonung, it helps 
(hem so much." 

Clark said before the move 
into the new lab, he had seven to ' 
lO snidents failing per year. Now 
it’s around one or two. 

Jerome High School Principal 
Gail Cushman agreed the grant 
has helped but said the school 
still has many more needs. Ilie 
school’s current enrollment is 
around 930 students, yet it was 
built to support only 650, said. 

“How do you run a P.E. class 
with 90 kids in the gym? P.E. is a 
required class, and it’s one of 
mapy dosses that we offer,” she 
said “Environment is a huge part 
of learning just as it’s a part of 
any job. And when you’re is such 
crowded conditions, the kids can- 
not leam the way they should.” 

Cobble said he hopes passing 
the bond issue will help. 

“I have a lot of faith in the 
community. I know a lot of peo- 
ple support our schools, as is evi- 
dent by the percentage of voter 
appfbvalln thTJast boHd levy' 
elections,” he said. “The majority 
knows that riie welfare and 
future of our community is 
dependent upon the quality of 
our education^ programs.”

Superintendent Jerry Doggett 
said he.cnjoys giving tours of the 
school to people visiting from 
other districts. 

“People arc still coming 
through on a weekly basis,” he 
said. 

He said he’s given a steady 
stream of tours of the high 
school, the Cassia Regional 
Technical Center, the King Fine 
Arts Center and other lacilities 
that have been completed since 
the district’s $22 million bond 
issue passed in 1996. 

“Most people that have visited 
here ffom other scliools are really 
impressed with the layout and 
what we got for our money,” said 
Burley High School Vice 
Principal Lyle Uscola. 

Uscola said the new school not 


only looks better than the old 
school, it functions better, too. He 
said the new school’s larger hall- 
ways create a lighter, calmer 
atmosphere. 

“There is not near the con- 
frontation in the hallways,” he 
said. “It is a completely different 
atmosphere. That has unproved a 
lot.” 

More spadous classrooms have 
also been a plus, Uscola said. 

“Classrooms were almost wall- 
to-wall desks at the old high 
school,” he said. “Here there is 
^volking room for teachers to help 
kids onc-on-one." 

Athletic opportunities have 
also improved, said Athletic 
Director Gary Hoxsey. The 
school's two gyms allow two 
teams to practice at the same 
time. He said at the old school, 


some teams had to practice as 
early as 6 a.m. while others had 
to use White Pine Elementary 
School’s gymnasium or another 
facility. 

Burley High School students 
now have their own soccer field 
so they no longer have to use the 
field at the junior high school. 
The school is also getting ready to 
host this month’s Class A-4 
District 4 Basketball Tournament ~ 

“It is wonderful - a small com- 
munity having all these opportu- 
nities,” Doggett said. “We contin- 
ue to be grateful to the communi- 
ty for allowing us to provide 
these programs for the students.

Judge rules boys won’t have to be returned 
as condition of Washington father’s release 
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SPOKANE. Wash. (AP) - A - 
man jailed in an international 
custody dispute can be released 
on bond without being required 
to first return his two son.s from 
Germany, a judge ruled. 

The decision Friday by U.S. 
District Jiidge-William-Fremming — 
Nielsen reversed the condition of 
release that U.S. Magistrate 
Judge Cynthia Imbrogno im-- 
■ posed on. .Cole C. Cummings on 
Jan. 20. 

Cummings, 29, is accused of 
illegally taking his sons, Ryan, 
now 9, and Kyle, 7, from Eastern 
Washington two years ago to live 
with him and his new wife in 
Germany. 

In ruling on Cummings’ appeal, 
Nielson said, “Requiring the 
return of the children circum- 
vents improperly, in my opinion, 
.the maciunery that has been 
agreed upon by these two coun- 
tries.” 


Cummings’ public defeqder 
maintains that requiring the 
hoys' return from Germany as a 
condition of Cummings’ release 
violates The Hague Convention. 

The 1989 treaty establishes 
civil coun procedures for interna- 
lionjtl child aistodybattlcs.-— ^ ^ — 

Prosecutors argue Cummings 
shouldn’t be released from jail 
because he’s a flight risk as 
defined by the federal Bail 
Reform Act. 

The defcn.se argued the inter- 
national treaty takes precedence 
over the federal law. 

Cummings, formerly of 
Newport, was indicted on a 
charge of international parental 
kidnapping in May 1998 and 
arrested last November. He was 
extradited from Germany last 
month. 

The boys’ mother, Dana 
Hopkins, told Stevens County 
sheriffs deputies that her sons 


•weren’t returned from a weekend ■ 
visit with their father in March 
1998. 

A third son remains with 
Hopkins, who has remarried and 
lives in Kettle Falls. 

She was designated as "custo- 
-diai-parem”'under"a’ parenting 
plan filed in Pend OreiUc County 
when she and Cummings 
divorced in November 1995. 

Both Hopkins and Cummings '*■ 
accuse each other of subjecting 
the boys to abuse. Imbrogno 
ordered Cummings to place the 
boys in the custody of a third 
party if he decided to return 
them. 

Immediately after Nielsen’s 
ruling Friday, U.S. Attorney Jim 
Connelly said an appeal likely 
will be filed with the 9th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 

Cummings remained in the 
Spokane County Jail on 550,000 
bond on Saturday.

Greg Johnson, a social worker for the 
school district, said connecting parents to 
resources such as mental health or drug 
rehabilitation can help slow truan- 
cy. Parents’ problems trickle down to 
.their children, such as pamts vdio are ill 
and keep their older children home, to 
baby-sit younger ones. ;

JEROME - The stale air ins ide 
“the Jerome High SdiooTwrestllng" 
room reeks powerfully of human 
exertion.

After wrapping up a TV inter- 
view about his health, Neilson sac 
down at his desk and muttered, 
“They must be hard up for mater- 
ial.”

“It just 
doesn’t seem like it’s right, to get 
all that attention just because 
you’re a hockey coach, you 
know?” 

But behind this brave veneer, 
Neilson is fighting a relentless, 
unpredictable opponent.

Magic Valley builHing sees recovery in November

TWIN FALLS — The Magic Valley 
in November.rcmrned to huge con- 
■struction gains over the year before, 
thanks in part to expensive Wood 
River Valley homes and an unusual- 
ly active month for the city of 
Gooding. 

The estimated value of projects 
issued permits in November topped . 
November. 1998’s by $9.6 million 
that’s 78 percent - for selected areas 
of the Magic Valley, according to 
data compiled in First Security 
Bank’s just-released statewide 
report.' 

Gooding, Blaine County and-its 
ddes, Jerome and Rupert improved' 
on their year-ago numbers for com- 
bined construction types. Shoshone, 
Twin Fall^ city and county and the 
rest of the Mini-Cassia area lost 
ground. 

In the valley’s largest dty, unusu- 
ally warm weather in- November 
couldn’t fend off a second month- of 
slumps in commerdal construction. 
In fact, TvHn Falls’ building 'depart- 
ment issued no permits at all for 
new commerdal projects during the 
month. Single-family residential 
construction made up some of the 
difference,, but home starts 'were 
cheapen on average, reports from 
Twin Falls’ building department 
'show, i'- 

But the valley overall made a 
good recovery after Oadber’s disap- 
pointmept. 

• After:t^o months of huge gains. 
Magic 'Valley’s construction aedvity 
edged up; in August by just 53 per- 
cent over year-earlier numbers. But

Ketchum’s spate of new miiltifamily 
itousing and a new home-improve- 
ment store in Twin Falls in 
September led the valley’s construc- 
tion to a 37 percent gain over 
September 1998. Then the value of 
projects issued permits in October 
fell by 29 percent from a year earli- 
er. , 

The Magic Valley did its part in 
November to keep Idaho’s 1999 
total construedon vdue on track for. 
a record. 

“Idahq’s 1999 total construction 
volume, cumuladve for 11 months at 
$1.9 billion has already established 
a record amount,” said First 
Security’s “Idaho Construction 
Report,” authored by economist . 
Kelly Matthews. “It now appears 
probable that totd construedon vol- 
ume for the full year will break $2 
billion - essentially do.ubling the 
size of the industry since 1992.” 

Yet statewide, the number of sin- 
gle-family permits issued in 
November supped below year-ago 
levels for the second consecutive' 
month'. That dropped Idaho’s 1999 ' 
' 11-month cumuladve total to .5 per- 
cent bdow the prior year - the first 
such negarive change recorded in 
1999, Matthews sold. 

But residendal building wasn't a 
weak point in the Magic Valley dur- 
ing themonth. 


In the valley, new-home numbers 
rose along with their valuadons in 
November. 

The areas of the valley surveyed ■ 
issued permits for 49 new single- 
family homes, up from 42 in 
November 1998. The average esti- 
mated value of those homes reached 
a* whopping $260,598 - a 53 percent 
rise over the $169,815 of a year ear- 
lier. November’s average vdue also 
beat October’s $203,644 average. 

But chat doesn’t tell the whole 
story. Among those 49 new homes in 
November, the 21 that were issued 
permits in Hailey, Ketchum, Sun 
Valley and rural Blaine County 
heavily outweighed those in the rest 
of the Magic Valley by averaging 
$495,754 by themselves. 

Shoshone and Rupert had no resi- 
dendal building for the month, and 
the only new mulrifamily dwelling 
units were four that received per- 
mits in Ketchum, with a total esti- 
mated value of $1 million. 

Meanwhile, Gooding’s $662,148 in 
new commercial construction 
marked an extremely good month 
for the city, City Clerk Linda 
WUdman sdd. 

Arkoosh Produce Inc. built a 
metallic storage war^ouse, valued 
at $559,440, in the dty’s Industrial 
park, she said. And Gooding County 
is remodeling a shop on Seventh 
Avenue West into an office for its 
motor vehicles and public health 
departments; that project is valued 
at $102,708.

WASHINGTON (AP) - It was 

d^socd 30 years ago to prevent 

the rich from escaping income 
taxes, but the alternative mini- 
■ mum tax (AMT) is becoming an 
increasingly big headache for the 
middle class. 

“The AMT can trap even tax- 
payers ivith modest taxable 
incomes and relatively simple tax 
. situations,” said Alan Alport, a 
certified public accountant at. 
Blackman Kallick Bartclstein 
LLP in Chicago. “These days,' 
many middle income taxpayers 
' are getting stung.”- 

The main reason is that the 
AMT, created, in 1969, has never ' 
been indexed for inflation and 
hasn’t changed much .since 1986. 
As incomes rise, more people 
become subject-to the tax - espe- 
cially if they have hi^i itemized 
' deductions, numerous exemp- 
tions for dependents or other so- 
called ‘^preferences.” • 

■-.fTf .you have a large number of 
personal exemptions, high mis- 



cellaneous itemized deductions 
or live in a hi^-tax stale, you’re 
particularly vulnerable to the 
AMT,” Alport said; 

To avoid a surprise from the 
Internal Revenue Scrv'icc, tax- 
payers who suspect the AMT 
might apply to them should cal- 
culate their regular taxes and 
then do it the alternative way. 
The greater of the two is the tax 
that miist be paid; the AMT tax 
rate is 28 percent, which means it 
would be a tax incrca.se foe any- 
one in the IS percent regular 
income tax bracket. 

All the details arc spelled out 


in the instructions for IRS Form 
6251. 

Doing the numbers in advance 
can help taxpayers figurc out' 

- which method works best for 
them, and then go back and 
claim deductions or exemptions 
.accordingly, Alport sold.. 

“You may l>c leaning one way — | 
to avoid getting socked by the reg- 
ular income tax, but be walking 
straiglit into tlic AMT,” he said. 

There is one bright spot for 
millions of middle-class taxpay- 
ers: Congress extended for three 
more years a temporary law 
. allot\ing people to take personal 
credits such as the $500 child 
credit and'cducation crcdit.s witli- 
out running afoul of the AI^. . 

If that hadn’t happened, an 
estimated 1 million more people 
would have had to pay the AMT' 
tax who otherwise would not, 
according. to* the Treasury 
Department. 

This would especially strike 
large families with numerous 


children because they frequently 
qualify for numerous credits and 
other tax breaks.

Milk production Jumps 
15 percent from last year 

JEROME - Handsome milk 
prices, low feed costs and steady 
demand from processors fueled 
a boon in Idaho’s dairy industry 
in December. Production 
jumped 15 percent from the 
same month in 1998 and nearly 4 
percent from November. 

“Prices were really good tliere 
for a few years,” said Alan 
Stutzman, manager of Magic 
Valley Quality Milk Producers, a 
Jerome-based marketing co-op. 

: . With prices upwards of $16 a 
hundredweight this year and a 
yearly average of $12.41 cwt. - 
not to mention an average of 
$12.70 in 1998 - dairymen 
across the Gem state have plenty 
of imp'etus to expand produc- 
tion. On top of that, expansion in 
the processing sector added 
security to the mix; according to 
, Stutzman. 

“With milk prices higher and 
the profitability there, there’s 
going to be more milk in the 
tank,” he said. “It’s a pretty 
I good place to milk cows, too. 
«And with all the processing 
* plants,'there are a lot'of places 
to take the milk." 

Favorable feed rates haven’t 
hurt either, he said, adding that

That’s why the Idaho Barley 
Commission has launched a mar- 
keting alliance to capture a larg- 
er share of Idaho’s expanding 
dai^ feed market and increase 
individual grower’s negotiating 
power in the marketplace. 

-- • Timm Adams, a member of- 
thc IBC from Rupert, said the 
marketing alliance is open to 
any grower who wants to partic- 
ipate. The idea is to rc.source 
feed barley at the grower level 
and then make that barley 
available to dairies and other 
.feeders year-round. Although 
barley makes an cxcullcm feed 
grain,' supply problems have 
limited its use at times, Adams 
.said. 

In the Magic Volley alone, 
dairy cows could consume 35,833 
bushels of feed barley each day 
- that's more than 13 million 
bushels of feed biirley annually. 
In 1998, Idaho barley growers 
raised 59 million bushels of bar- 
ley, of which half was malting 
barley. That means dairy cows in 
the Magic Valley could eat their 
way through about half of the 
state’s annual feed barley pro- 
duction. 

. Looked at from a statewide _ 
basis, dairy consumption jumps 
to over 20 million bushels or 
about two-thirds of production, 
said Wilson Cray, University of 
Idaho extension agricultural 
economist. The beef industry - 
both cow-calf and feedlot seg- 
ments - consume about one- 
third of the dairy consumption. 


has staff at the American Sheep 
Industry Assuciaiiun .smiling. 
The report, released Jan. 28, 
shows the industry in 1999 wit- 
nessed its second smallest 
decline rince 1993 - a sign that 
the industry should stabilize in 
2000. according to Tom 
McDonnell, the association's sta- 
tistician and director of natural 
resources and policy. 

“We’re excited about gutting 
it .stabilized liccnusc we’ve been 
in a decline, since. 1992,” 
McDonnell said. “That is signlh- 
cant for us.” 

The USDA report indicates 
the industry had seen a 3 per- 
cent decline in sheep numbers 
and sheep operations in tiic last 
year, compared to the report 
released in Janua^ 1999. Total 
sheep and lamb inventory on 
Jan. 1 totaled 7.03 million head, 
down from 7.83 million head on 
Jun. 1. 1999, representing the 
second smallest decline since 
1993. The number of sheep oper- 
ations in 1999 totaled 66,800, 
down from 68,550 in 1998. 

The association’s celebration 
of the slowing 'rate of dcclihc 
gains perspective when consider- 
ing the long-term history of the 
ailing industry.

Vet* Dogs are safer inside the truck, or restrained

TWIN FALLS - They’re the 
two most enduring - and endear- 
ing - metaphors for the rural 
West: the dog and the pickup 
truck. 

Donna Hill-Oglesbec thou^t 
so, anyway. 

“I had a really nice purebred 
Great Pyrenees,” said Hill- 
Oglesbee, who works for a vet- 
erinarian.”! had purchased him 
as a six-week old puppy and he 
went everywhere I went riding' 
in the back scat of my small car. 
Being a Pyrenees, he really grew 
and one day my husband and I 


• were going for aride in the coun- 
try and thought we were doing 

. him a favor by letting him ride 

- in the back of the piclrep. 

“Boy, were we wrong. 

“Three miles later, he was 
lying in a heap with a severely 

- shattered pelvis. Thirty minutes - 
later, he was piit to sleep.” 

Richard Allen, a Jerome vet- 

• erinarian, sees the same thing 
often. 

“T just didn’t think he’d jump 
out,’ they say. People don’t have 
a basis for believing that, but 
they do.” 

A 50-pound dog falling out of 
a pickup traveling at 75 mph can 
have gruesome consquences. 
“Road rash, of course, and 


traumatic injuries," Allen 
said.”Fractures of the leg and 
the pelvis, and some who have to 
be euthanized. 

“What amazes me is that peo- 
ple will spend $700 .treating a 
dog that’s fallen out of a pickup 
and then ride around with him 
in die back after he recovers.” 

No one keeps statistics on the 
number of dogs who fall out of 
vehicles in Idaho, but it’s' among 
the most common - and most 
expensive - problems treated by 
Magic 'Valley veterinarians. 

“It could probably be prevent- 
ed for about 5 bucks,” Allen . 
said."A piece of chain and an 
eyehole to put it through. But 
nobody thinks it can happen to 


their dog.” 

Allen even stocked a com- 
mercial pickup bed restraint 
apparatus at his veterinary 
office. He hasn’t sold one. 

“And it isn’t just the falls,” he 
said.” We treat a lot of eye 
"injuries where a dog has gotten 
foreign matter in his eye travel- 
ing along at 60-70 mph.”' 

"In ray job, I- see people who 
cannot afford the $400-$^ that 
it may take to repair the damage 
done by falling from a moving 
vehicle,” Hill-Oglesbee 
said. "Way too many are put 
down because they are so 
severely injured.” 

Because a d<^ looks as if it’s 
enjoying the wind blowing its 


cars, it doesn't follow that it’s 
not frightened, Allen said. 

“I sure some of them are,” he 
said.”Pcoplc tell me that they’re 
afraid lo chain a dog in the back 
of a truck because it mi^t get 
over the edge and strange, but 
that’s not going to happen unless 
the lead is too long.” 

Hill-Oglesbee hasn’t replaced 
the Pyrenees who died on the 
road that day. 

“But if I ever have another 
dog I personally will never allow 
it to ride in the bed of a pickup.” .

Q. I have two suns. 3 and S, 
with whom I’m at home during 
the day. How much time should I 
be spending onc-on-pnc, sitting 
down with them, and playing 
witit them? I want to do it cnougli 
that they are stimulated and 
given attention, and yet not so 
-much that 1 hamper their creativ- 
ity and abUity to play indepen- 
' dently. 

A. You are by no means oblig- 
ated lo get down on the’ floor and 
play with3-aml 5-year-oid diil- 
dren, ever. If you feel like doing 
so,. fine, Inn by age 3, a child 
should be able to keep hiin.sclf 
occupied. 

I know, the “attachment par- 
eming” hoax is causing parents 
to feel they’re being lazy, if not 
downriglit irresponsible, if they 
don’t do the “Mommy is your 
playmate!’’ thing for 23.8 minutes . 
a day, every day. with eacli of 
their kids. 

During the first two years or so

of a child’s life, a home should be 
child-jiroofed such that the child 
can roam and explore pretty 
much lo his heart’s desire. If par-, 
ents lake ihe time to create a, 
safe, interesting environment, 
even a toddler can keep himself 
occujiied for relatively long peri- 
ods of time. 

Certainly, for parents lo want 
to play with this age child, to 
make him smile and laugh, is a 
good and natural thing. And most 
definitely, parents should read to 
cliildren every day from no later 
than 8 months to no less than 
when the child is reading well on

his or her own. But by age 3, the 
cliild should bo a self-staner and 
self-sustainer where play is con- 
cerned. 

If a 3-year-old can't play on his 
own, his parents haven’t taught 
him how to play, or have created 
an environment that does not 
promote it - such as, the televi- 
sion is on all the time, or the child — 
has too many toys. 

'Psychologist Burton White, 
author of “The Fihit Tliree Years 
. of Life” (Fireside, $14), has sai(l 
that tiie primary indicator of. 
good emotional health in a 3- 
year-old is the abUity, as a rule, to 
play on his own for long periods' 
of time. 

My mom, a single parent for 
most of the first seven years of 
my life, is a good example of 
what I’m talking about. Instead of 
playing with me, she taught me 
how to occupy myself creatively. 
'She bouglit mo finger paints and 
showed me how to u.sc them. On 


a'ralny'day, she’d put butcher 
paper on the kitchen floor, and 
I’d finger paint while shewent- 
about her tasks. By the time I was 
'5, Mom had taught me how to 
make papicr-madie, with which I 
made a tunnel for my train set, 
animal “sculptures,” and many 
other works of art. She bought 
-me-Lincoln-Logsand'raughrme 
how to build with them. Once'slie 
had taught me how to do .some- 
thing, she expected me to play on 
my own from tliat point on. 

My mom was by no means 
unique for her generation, 
because other people my age 
report similar memories of moth- 
ers who’d demonstrate, but not 
be playmate. Did we gct^cnougli 
attention? On average, I’m sure 
we did, and where one of us did 
not receive enough attention, 
that had nothing to do with a 
mom who didn’t get down on the 
floor and play. 

By today’s standards, we baby 


boomers were just shy of neglect- 
ed; nonetheless, we had accept- 
— ably happychildhoodsfagainron *■ 
average), which is about as happy 
as a cliildhood ever gets anyway. 
Most important, the peers I’ve . 
spoken to about this are unani- 
mous in feeling that their child- 
hoods would not have been o ne 
bifhappier had their 'mothers 
served as their playmates 23.8 
minutes a day. 

You have not just one child 
who has readied his third birth- 
day, but two. Therefore, not only 
can you reasonably expect each 
of your kids to play on his own,-^ 
you should also expect them to 
be playmates.

The rest 
required following overexertion 
is for rehabilitation, not relax- 
ation. Don’t be “a weekend war- 
rior.” Condition yourself through 
regular exercise for your relax- 
ation related exertion. 

4) Lack of variety leads to bore- 
dom. Develop several ways to

SWARTHMORE, Pa. - Broken 
toasters, phones that wouldn’t 
ring, coffee pots that didn’t heat 
and even a string of half-lit 
Christmas tree lights.

Instead, they crowded 
a room at Sworthmore College’s 
engineering building, awaiting 
dissection by students with a 
shared love of taking things apart 
Each year at Sworthmore, stu- 
dents with failing CD players, 
VCRs and other cranky devices ' 
can lake their chances with the 
amateur appliance-repair skills of 
the school’s engineering students.

year’s Appliance Day. There is no 
extra credit for working 
Appliance-Day, though Shetland 
later mused that maybe he 
“ou^t to have asked for it.”

“I just love opening stuff up,” 
said Tushar Parlikar, 21. He was 
working on a stubborn VCR tiiat 
would turn off when the rewind 
button was pressed.

Now, four-years later, the 
Delray Bench woman says, with 
a visible shudder, “The mcmary 
of my position in that living 
room keeps me soher." 

Mary, who asked that her 
' identity be kept confidential, is ' 
among the conservatively esti- 
mated 3 million Americans GO 
and older addicted to alcohol, . 
1.8 million of them women. 
She’s also among the fortunate 
1 percent to receive treatment. 

The dimensions of this mostly 
hidden problem acc enormous. 

' Six to 11 percent of elderly hos- 
pital admissions, 20 percent of 
elderly psychiatric admissions 
>and 14 percent of elderly emcr- 
Igcncy room admissions exhibit 
symptoms of alcoholism, accord- 
ing to the National Institute 'on 
Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism. 

. In fact, as many elderly 
patients are admitted to acute 
care facilities for alcohol-relat- 
ed problems as for heart 
attacks, the NIAAA notes. And 
in nursing homes, as high as 49 
percent of the residents are 
problem drinkers.

by the National Center on 
Addiction and Substance Abuse 
at Columbia University. 

Mary Cowart, of the Pepper 
Institute on Aging and Public 
Policy at Florida State 
University, Tallahassee, first 
glimpsed the problem two 
decades ago, while running a 
wcllnc.ss center at a senior citi- 
zens high-rise. 

Cowart was summoned to ilie 
complex early one .evening 
when fire forced evacuation to 
a nearby motel. 

Hours later, after relocating 
the residents, she recalls, “I was 
at the desk getting ready to say 
gbb'dbye — we thought every^ 
body was bedded do.wn for the 
night - and residents began 
flocking out of the elevators.” 

. . The manager asked if there 
.was a problem, perhaps the 
accommodations were not to 
their liking? “It seems,” Cowart 
would later write, “many resi- 
dents were used to retiring to 
the privacy of their rooms for 
an evening of drinks. In leaving 
the apartment building hurried- 
ly, they had not had time to 
bring their evening bottles and 
were looking for the bar.” 
Nearly all the evacuated resi- 
dents were women. 

Cowart filed the incident 
away for future research. 

Because elders ore frequently 
isolated, arc no longer in the 
workplace and often don’t 
drive, their drinking problem 
can go undetected, leading to a 
confusing array of estimates as 
to the exact number of older 
alcoholics. ' 


Q. 1 am in the process of retir- 
ing, and will be rolling over 
money f rom my 401k and compa- 
ny savings to non-company 
in vestment s. I h ave been_deluged_ 
with pitches from insurance 
salesmen and brokers about what 
they can do for my wife and me

insurance products. Most often 
suggested arc different types of 
annuities. In addition to being 
confused, we arc very concerned 
that we may make the wrong 
decision. Exactly what are onnu- 
. itics, how do they work, and will 
they be good for us? 

A. Whether annuities will be 
good for you and your wife in 
your retirement years depends 
on your exact situation and goals. 
That said, while we will not give 
you specific investment advice, 
we can help you understand the 
basics of annuities. 

Unlike life insurance contracts, 
where you pay premiums during 
your life-so that someone else 
will get cash when you die, an 
annuity is a contract under 

wh ich, in.rctum for a paymenuby 

you, the insurance company pays 
you an income stream while you 
arc living or for a fbted period of 
years. Tlicrefore if you are retir- 
ing and want a stream of fixed 
income to supplement your 
Sodal Security and pension ben- 
efits, you may deude to choose 
an annuity. 

While you can either purchase 
a “commcrdol annuity" from an 
insurance company or contract 
for a “private annuity" with on 
individual, we will only talk 
about commcrciol annuities, 
which-comc in a number of dif- 
ferent wrappers: 

1. A Standard Annuity where 
you pay the insurance company a 
fixed number of premium pay- 
ments; 

2: A Flexible Premium 
Retirement Annuity where you 
can pay varying amounts at dif- 
ferent times;

3. An Immediate Annuity 
where you pay a single lump-sum 
premium when you retire and 
begin to receive a payback 
almost immediately based upon 
the terms you choose; and 

4. A Single-Prcmiutn Deferred 
Annuity where you pay a single 
lump-sum premium which is hdd 
by the insurance company and 
invested during which time taxes 
on the interest earned arc 
deferred until you begin to take 
payments. 

Yod may choose cither a “fixed 
-annuity,— which will-pay you ot a 
set rate of interest which is sub- ' 
jeet to change after the initial 
payment period at the insurer’s 
discretion, but generally not 
below a stated minimum rate, or 
a “variable annuity," which will 
pay you at a fluctuating rate of 
return based upon the manner in 
which the insurance company 
invests and manages your princi- 
pal. Because rates of payment 
con vary widely, you should shop 
for not only the best rate, but 
also the stability of the insurwee 
company and the performance of 
the insurance company’s invest- 
ments. 

Depending on your needs, the 
terms of on annuity con coll for a 
variety of payment options: (1) 
for a definite period of time (such 
as 10 years) after which there 
will be no more payments, (2) 
over your life expectancy .which 
is calculated by actuaries, (3) 


over the joint lives you and a sur- 
vivor (your \Wfe), or (4) over your 
life with a term certain (such as 
' for'youflife or iOyearsrwhichev-“ 
cr.is. greater).: 

You will be taxed when your 
payments begin, but only on the 
part of each payment that repre- 
_sents.gain .or. income. generated— 
by the money you used to pur- 
chase the annuity, not from on 
the return of the property its<^. 
But if you survive past your life 
expectancy, all payments made 
after that time wiU be taxed as 
ordinary income since you will 
have recovered all of your princi- 
pal. 

Taking The NextStep: Make 
sure you understand that if you 
purchase a deferred annuity and 
later want your money bad^ you 
will be assessed with surrender 
charges. 

While it is possible to withdraw 
funds from a deferred annuity 
without incurring the surrender 
penalty, these amounts ore limit- 
ed and you will incur income 
taxes. Remember that once you 
__cheqse_your.payout_option,.your_. 
choice is irrevocable. Remembw 
that when choosing payment 
options, if you purchase an annu- 
ity for $100,000, choose to have 
payments made over your life 
expectancy, and die the next day, 
you will forfeit the balance of 
what you have paid in. 

Even though high interest pay- 
ments may be touted as a selling 
point, read the contract because 
these payments generally only 
last for a year. For these reason^ 
it is always beneficial to review 
and understand all of your 
options before you make your 
choices.
